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DETAILED ACTION 

Non- Final Rejection 

1. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with 
patent prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, 
lack of skill in this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum 
protection for the invention disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services 
of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute the application, since the 
value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and prosecution. The 
Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or agent. 

2. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification 
of a utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application 
should include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should 
appear in upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no 
text follows the section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the 
section heading:

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(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION- BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 
1.821(c)), and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted 
to be submitted on compact discs.) or 
REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 
608.05(a). "Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office 
until March 1, 2001.)

3 . Content of Specification

descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters.

item may also be titled "Background Art." 
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(f ) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief 
summary or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.73. The summary is separate and distinct from the abstract 
and is directed toward the invention rather than the disclosure as a 
whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the invention or 
how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical 
cases it should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. 
If possible, the nature and gist of the invention or the inventive 
concept should be set forth. Objects of the invention should be 
treated briefly and only to the extent that they contribute to an 
understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01(f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.74.

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as 
required in 37 CFR 1.71. The description should be as short and 
specific as is necessary to describe the invention adequately and 
accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, compounds, and 
processes, which are conventional and generally widely known in the 
field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person 
skilled in the art, they should not be described in detail. However, 
where particularly complicated subject matter is involved or where 
the elements, compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely 
known in the field, the specification should refer to another patent or 
readily available publication which adequately describes the subject 
matter. 



(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01(m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1.52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, 
each element or step of the claim should be separated by a line 
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indentation. There may be plural indentations to further segregate 
subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 
608.01(i)-(p). 

(j) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01(f). A brief narrative 
of the disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less 
commencing on a separate sheet following the claims.

5. If applicant should desire to file an amendment, entry of a proposed 
amendment after final rejection cannot be made as a matter of right unless it 
merely cancels claims or complies with a formal requirement made earlier. 
Amendments touching the merits of the application which otherwise might not be 
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proper may be admitted upon a showing a good and sufficient reasons why they are 
necessary and why they were not presented earlier. 

6. A reply under 37 CFR 1.113 to a final rejection must include the appeal from, 
or cancellation of , each rejected claim. The filing of an amendment after final 
rejection, whether or not it is entered, does not stop the running of the statutory 
period for reply to the final rejection unless the examiner holds the claims to be in 
condition for allowance. Accordingly, if a Notice of Appeal has not been filed 
properly within the period for reply, or any extension of this period obtained under 
either 37 CFR 1.136(a) or (b), the application will become abandoned. 

7. Papers in an application that has received a filing date pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.53 ordinarily will not be returned. If applicant has not preserved copies of the 
papers, the Office will furnish copies at applicant's expense.

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8. Claims 1-2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional 
or operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be 
clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in 
one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is 
important that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space 
provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The 
form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said/ 1 
should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to 
assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as'his invention. 

2. Claims 1-2, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, " high-density PE material comprises an opening " fails to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 2, "said fastening element has a slope at a side thereof" 
fails to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-2 are confusing and are not clear because claimed limitations, (claim 
1, comprises an opening; claim 2, said fastening element has a slope at a side 
thereof), are not shown in the figures and/or lacks support in the specification and 
therefore fails to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. These limitations must be shown or the

feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). Applicant is requested to go through the 
application and ensure that the claimed matter has been described in the 
specification and shown in the drawing in such a way as to convey to one skilled in 
the art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Curran (2,801,667). 

Regarding claims 1-2, Curran (2,801,667) discloses in Fig. 1-9 the invention as 
claimed to include a car dust cover 12, made of a single-piece comprises an opening 
(to cover the car 10) and a fastening element 27, 30 at a bottom portion thereof 
for covering a car.
